N.B. Easter-Tuesday and Whitsun-Tuesday are 
days of Devotion. 

Fasting Days . 

1. The forty Days of Lent. 2. The Ember-Days, 
being the Wednesday, Friday, and Saturday of the 
first Week in Lent ; of Whitsun-Week ; of the third 
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Week in September; and of the third Week in 
Advent. 3. The Wednesdays and Fridays of 
the four Weeks in Advent. 4. The Vigils or 
Eves of Whitsuntide ; of the Feast of SS. Peter 
and Paul; of the Assumption of the B.V.M. ; 
of All Saints ; and of Christmas day. 

N. B. When any fasting-day falls upon a Sun- 
day, it is to be observed on the Saturday be- 
fore. 



Days of Abstinence, 

1. The Sundays in Lent. 2. The Fridays 
out of Lent ; but should Christmas-day fall upon 
a Friday, it is not a day of abstinence. 

N, B. The Catholic Church commands all her children 
upon Sundays and Holidays to be present at the great 
Eucharistic Sacrifice, which we call the Mass, and to rest 
from servile work on these days, and to keep them holy. 
Sdly, She commands them to abstain from flesh, on all 
days of fasting and abstinence ; and on fasting days to eat 
but one meal. 3dly, She commands them to confess their 
sins to their pastor at least once a year. 4thly, She 
commands them to receive the blessed sacrament at least 
once a year, and that at Easter, viz. between Palm-Sun- 
day and Low-Sunday, as may be seen from the following 
Extract. 

The 4th Council of Lateran, Can. 21, ordains, 
u That every one of the faithful of both sexes, 
u after they come to the years of discretion, shall 
“ in private faithfully confess all their sins, at 
u least once a year, to their own pastor; and 
“ take care to fulfil, to the best of their power, 
“the penance enjoined them; receiving reve- 
u rently, at least at Easter, the Sacrament of the 
“ Eucharist, unless, perhaps, by the counsel of 
u their pastor, for some reasonable cause, they 
“ judge it proper to abstain from it for a time ; 
* otherwise, let them be excluded out of the 
“ Church, whilst living, and when they die, be 
“ deprived of Christian burial.*’ 
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PLENARY ^INDULGENCES- 

Granted to the Faithful in the four 
Districts of England . 

A N Indulgence is not a leave to commit a 
sin, nor a pardon of future sins, nor in* 
deed, properly speaking, any pardon of sin at 
all ; but it is only a remission of the whole or a 
part of the temporal punishment that often re- 
mains to be suffered for sins, which, as to their 
guilt and eternal punishment, hare been already 
remitted. 

For the validity and effect of an Indulgence, it 
is not only necessary that there be a competent 
authority in him who grants it, and a just ground 
or motive for the grant ; but it is also necessary, 
on the part of him who obtains it, that he re- 
nounce and be sincerely sorry for all his sins, 
that he be in the state of grace, and that he duly 
perform all the conditions prescribed. 

Hence Indulgences, so far from withdrawing 
sinners from performing good works, serve to 
excite and encourage them to greater fervour 
in the practice of them. They must apply for 
the benefit of Indulgences with a penitential 
spirit, with a sense of the great debt of punish- 
ment they have contracted by their sins, and 
with earnest petitions to he discharged from it, 
through the merits and satisfactions of Christ, 
by die power of the keys which he has com- 
mitted to his Church. If this debt be not paid 
by penitential sufferings, or graciously remitted 
by Indulgences in this life, it wiU, after death, 
retard the entrance of a soul into the kingdom 
of heaven, until the last farthing be paid in the 
prison of purgatory. 

Of Indulgences, some are called Plenary* 
which, when fully obtained, remit the whole 
debt of temporal punishment that remained due 
on account of past sins : others are of a certain 
number of years or days, which, when fully 6b- 
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tamed, remit so much of the debt of temporal 
punishment, as would have been discharged by 
the performance of so many years or days of 
Canonical Penance. 

The Holy See. Apostolic, considering the 
spiritual necessities of the Catholics in this 
kingdom, has been graciously pleased to au- 
thorise the At. Aev. Vicars Apostolic to grant to 
the Faithful committed to their charge in their 
respective districts, the following Plenarv In- 
dulgences, on certain specified conditions, leav- 
ing to their choice the seasons or solemnities 
which they shall think proper to appoint for 
this purpose. With respect to the publication 
of Indulgences granted to religious orders, Pope 
Benedict XIV. has established the following 
rule, (Hum. 23. Reg. obs. in Aug. Miss., “ For 
the good of the English Mission, all acts of piety 
are approved, Prayers, Fasts, and meritorious 
works, which are approved of by the Holy Ro- 
man Church. But as to the Indulgences an- 
nexed to these works, by virtue of the privileges 
which have been granted by Popes to any reli- 
gious order, they are suspended." 

The undersigned Vicars Apostolic, in virtue 
of the authority imparted to them by the Holy 
See, grant to the Faithful throughout the king- 
dom of England the following Plenary Indul- 
gences, at the seasons, and on the conditions 
appointed and specified below, which are to be 
observed uniformly in all the four districts.

IL The FIRST WEEK of LENT, begin 
mng with the first Sunday, and ending will 
the second Sunday, inclusively.

Note. It is not required for the gaining these 
four Indulgences, granted by Pope Benedict 
XIV., that these works of mercy, corporal or 
spiritual, or the assisting at catechisms and ser- 
mons, should be done on the same day with the 
communion ; but only that persons be then in a 
disposition or readiness or mind to do these 
things, or some of them at least, when they 
may have an opportunity.

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The principal Festivals expounded . 

Sunday was dedicated by the Apostles to 
the more particular service and honour of Al- 
mighty God, and transferred from Saturday, the 
Jewish Sabbath, which they then abolished, to 
the day following, in memory that Christ our 
Lord rose from the dead, and sent down the 
Holy Ghost on that day, whence it is called 
the Lord’s day : and Sunday, from the heathens 
dedicating it to the sun. 

1 Jan . The Circumcision cf our Lord is 
called New Year’s Day, from the Romans be- 
ginning their year on it. 

6 Jan . Epiphany of our Lord, is a feast so- 
lemnized in memory and honour of Christ’s 
manifestation to the Gentiles by an extraordi- 
nary star. 

19 Jan, St. Bevnet, surnamed Biscop , was 
the venerable Bede’s Master, and abbot of 
Were, near Durham. After he had five times 
visited the Apostolic See, and thence obtained 
very large ana ample privileges for two stately 
monasteries which he had erected in honour of 
God, and in memory of the apostles Peter and 
Paul, he reposed in our Lord in a venerable old 
age, replenished with sanctity, anno 703, and 
was buried in the monastery of* St. Peter. He 
was the first that united the Benedictines or 
Black Monks of our Island into one body, and 
is therefore venerated by that illustrious order 
as chief patron of the English congregation. 

95 Jan . Conversion of St. Paul, is a feast in- 
stituted by the Church, to perpetuate the me- 
mory of his miraculous conversion, which hap- 
pened on this day in the 35th year of Christ. 

9 Feb . The Purification of the B. Virgin, or 
Candlemas day , is a feast in commemoration 
and honour, both of the presentation of our 
blessed Lord, and the purification of our Lady 
in the temple of Jerusalem, the fortieth day after 
her happy delivery, performed according to the 
law of Moses. 
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Seytuagesima, Sexagesimal , and Quinquagesima 
Sundays are days set apart by the Church for 
acts of penance and mortification, and a cer- 
tain gradation or preparation to the devotion of 
Lent. 

Shrovetide signifies the time of confession. 

Ash-Wednesaay is a day of public penance and 
humiliation in the whole Church of God, so call- 
ed from the ceremony of blessing ashes, where- 
with the priest signs the people with a cross on 
their foreheads, giving them this wholesome ad- 
monition : Remember , mart, that thou art dust, 
and into dust thou shalt return , Gen. iii. 19. 

Lent, in Latin, is called Quadragesima , be- 
cause it is a fast of forty days, (except Sundays, 
Which are only abstinence,) instituted by the 
Church, in grateful commemoration of Christ’s 
fasting forty days in the desert. 

Passion- Sunday , so called from the passion of 
Christ, then drawing nigh. 

Palm-Sunday, in memory and honour of our 
Lord’s triumphal entry into Jerusalem, is so 
called from the palm branches strewed under 
his feet by the Hebrew children, crying, Ho* 
$anm& to the San of David . Matt, xxi, 

Maundy -Thursday, in memory of our Lord’s 
last supper, when he instituted the blessed sa- 
crament of his precious body and blood, is so 
called from the first word of the anthem, Manda- 
tum , c. John xiii. 34. I give you a new command, 
that you love one another , as I have loved you. 

Good Friday is the anniversary of that most 
sacred and memorable day on which the great 
work of our redemption was consummated, by 
<mr Saviour Jesus Christ, on his bloody cross. 

On Thursday , Friday, and Saturday, in Holy 
week, tbe offices called Tenebrce were formerly 
mournfully sung, in lamentation of our Lord’s 
JPassiom But because these offices are now an- 
ticipated on the evenings of Wednesday, Thurs- 
day, and Friday, they have obtained tbe name 
of Tenebra Days , from that tenebrte or darkness 
which overspread the face of the earth at the 
time of his passion. 




12 Festival expounded . 

The four 'Ember Weeks , in Latin, Quatuor 
temper a, are times of public prayer, fasting, and 
procession. 

The Wakes, or Country Feasts, are usually ob- 
served on the Sunday next after the Saint's 
day on which the parish church is dedicated. 

24 Feb, St. Matthias, chosen by the college of 
apostles to supply the place of Judas the traitor. 

12 March, St. Gregory , surnamed the Great, 
on account of his admirable works and indefa- 
tigable labours. 

1 7 March, St. Patrick , bishop and confessor, 
ordained by Pope Celestin, anno 431, and 
sent to preach die gospel to the Irish, whose 
nation he converted and became its apostle. 
He died full of sanctity and miracles, at the ve- 
nerable age of 122,' anno 491. 

19 March, St. Joseph, the reputed father of 
our blessed Saviour, and spouse of our blessed 
Lady ; he died in Judea, about the 12th year of 
Jesus Christ. 

21 March. St. Benedict the Great, abbot and 
patriarch of monks : who restored the almost 
decayed monastic discipline of the Western 
church. 

25 March. Annunciation of our Lady : a feast 
in memory of the Angel Gabriel's most happy 
embassy, when by her consent, and the opera- 
tion of the Holy Ghost, the Son of God became 
incarnate in her sacred womb. 

Easter-day , in Latin Pascha : a great festival 
in memory and honour of our Saviour’s resur- 
rection from the dead on the third day after his 
crucifixion. 

Low-Sunday, in Latin, Dominica in albis t 
the Octave of Easter-day, is so called from the 
catechumen’s white garments, emblems of in- 
nocence and joy, which they put on at their 
baptism, and solemnly put off this day. 

Ascension-day, a feast solemnized in memory 
of Christ’s glorious ascension into heaven on 
the fortieth day after his resurrection. 

23 April. St. George, a martyr of Cappado- 
cia about the year 300k of whom the Koman 
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mertyrology says, that the Church of God ho- 
nours his glorious martyrdom amongst those of 
other martyrs. He was chosen in a special 
manner the chief patron of our English nation, 
at the instance of the glorious Prince Henry V. 
before he undertook his expedition for recover- 
ing France ; when it was ordained by a provin- 
cial constitution that his feast should be kept 
holy, and observed with a double office and 
Octave throughout the whole nation. 

25 April. St. Mark , Evangelist, the disciple 
and interpreter of St. Peter, wrote his gospel 
at the request of the Christians at Rome. On 
this day the long litanies are said or sung, to 
obtain the blessing of God on the fruits of the 
earth. 

1. May . SS. Philip and James, apostles. 
After the first had converted almost all Scythia 
to the faith of Christ, being fastened to a cross, 
he was stoned to death. . 

3 May. Finding the Holy Cross , otherwise 
called Holy-rood day ; a feast in memory of the 
miraculous discovery of the holy cross whereon 
our Saviour suffered, by St. Helen. 

Rogation-week, the next but one before 
Whit-Sunday, is so called from rogo, to ask or 
pray ; because on Monday, Tuesday, and Wed- 
nesday, the Litanies are sung. 

Whit-Sunday, or Pentecost ; a solemn feast in 
memory and honour of the descent of the Holy 
Ghost on the apostles in the form of tongues of 
fire. Acts ii. 3. > 

Trinity-Sunday , the Octave of Whit-Sunday, 
is dedicated to the honour of the Blessed Tri- 
nity ; to signify that the works of our redemption 
ana sanctification, then completed, are common 



to the three Divine Persons. . 

Carpus Christi , the Thursday after Trinity 
Sunday, is a feast instituted by the Church in 
honour of the blessed sacrament of the altar : it 
receives its denomination from the body of 
Christ substantially present therein. 

6 May. St. John at the Latin Gate, a solem- 
nity instituted by th« Cburcb, to commemorat. 
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St. John the Evangelist’s being, by the com- 
mand of Domitian, brought prisoner from Ephe- 
sus to Home, and there, by sentence of the 
Senate, cast into a vessel of boiling oil. 

26 May. St. Augustine, first archbishop of 
Canterbury, and monk of the order of St. Be- 
nedict, sent by St. Gregory the Great to preach 
the Christian faith to our nation. Having first 
converted Ethelbert, King of Kent, and after- 
wards, with others, sent as coadjutors to him, 
reconciled the whole nation to the faith and law 
of Christ, he became our apostle. He died in 
the odour of sanctity, anno 608, and was buried 
in his own cathedral at Canterbury. His feast 
was formerly observed with the utmost solem- 
nity throughout the diocese. 

27 May, St. Bede, commonly called Venerable 9 
for having illustrated the Church of God by his 
learning and piety, was sent to the monastery of 
SS. Peter ana Paul, at Were, near Durham, at 
the age of seven years, and educated in sound 
literature, as well as monastic discipline, under 
the pious care of St. Bennet Biscop. At SO he 
was ordained priest by John, the ordinary of 
that diocese, at the appointment of Acco, Arch- 
bishop of York. He died anno 754, on the day 
of our Lord's ascension, and was buried in hie 
own monastery, but afterwards translated to 
Were, near Durham. His feast is now kept 
with a double office on the 29th of October. 

11 June . St. Barnabas, bom at Cyprus, and 
ordained apostle of the Gentiles by St. PauL 
_ 22 June. St. Alban, first martyr of our na- 
tion in the time of Dioclesian. He suffered mar- 
tyrdom for entertaining a priest at Verulam, 
from him called St. Alban's, under Asclepioda- 
tus, president of Brittany, anno SOS. 

24 June, Nativity of St. John Baptist, our Lord's 
precursor, the son of Zachary and Elizabeth. 

29 June. SS. Peter and Paul are joined in 
one solemnity, because they were the principal 
co-operators, under Christ, in the conversion of 
the world. They were both martyred at Roma 
x on the same day. og i e 
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3 July . Visitation of our B. Lady / ft feast 
instituted to commemorate the visit she paid 
her cousin St. Elizabeth immediately after sit® 
bad received the angel’s message of the incarna- 
tion of the Son of God. This feast was insti* 
tuted by Pop© Urban VI., anno 1385. 

7 July, Translation of St. Thomas of Can* 
terbury, a feast ordained by a provincial con- 
stitution in the time of Simon Islip, archbishop 
of Canterbury, to be solemnly observed and 
kept holy throughout the nation in memory o€ 
bis sacred relics being taken up and reposed in 
a most costly shrine, and placed in a more emi- 
nent part of his own cathedral, where they were 
had in great veneration, till the days of King 
Henry VIII. 1539. 

35 July, St. James, called the Great, brother 
to St. John the Evangelist, was, about the feasfr 
of Easter, beheaded at Jerusalem by Herod 
Agrippa, anno 43. 

36 July, St. Arm , Mother of the blessed Vir- 
gin Mary. 

37 July, St. Joseph of Arimathea , a noble 
senator, who having buried Christ, came out 
of Jewry into Brittany with Joseph his son, and 
divers others, and obtained of King Arviragus r 
a little isle in Somersetshire, now called Glas- 
tonbury, where building an oratory for himself 
and companions, and leading a solitary life, 
replenished with merits and old age, he reposed 
in our Lord, anno 83. 

6 Aug, Our Lord*s Transfiguration, when he* 
appeared in glory on mount JThabor, between 
Moses and Elias, in presence of his three apos- 
tles, Peter, James, and John. Matt. xvii. 

10 Aug, St. Laurence, deacon to Pope Xystus 
II., was broiled on a gridiron for the faith of 
Christ, anno 353. 

15 Aug. Assumption of the B. V. Mary, anno 
36. 

34 Aug, St. Bartholomew, the Apostle ; 
preached the gospel in India, and was beheaded 

anno 44. 
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28 Aug. St. Helen, by birth an English 
woman, was mother to Constantine the Great, 
the first Christian Emperor, who first gave the 
example to other princes to maintain and extend 
the Church of God. She was daughter to 
Prince Coel, of Brittany ; and on account of 
her zeal for Christianity, became both worthy 
of an earthly and heavenly crown. Her sacred 
relics were translated from Rome to Rheims, in 
Prance, where they were kept with due venera- 
tion. She died anno 366. 

29. Aur. The Beheading of St. John the Baptist 
by Herod Antipas, happened about the feast of 
Easter, though his memory be kept on this day, 

8 Sept. The Nativity of the B. V . Mary. 

14 Sept. The Exaltation of the Holy Cross; 
when Heraclitus the Emperor having overcome 
Cosroe, King of Persia, brought it back in tri- 
umph to Jerusalem, anno 628. 

22 Sept. St. Matthew, Apostle and Evange- 
list, after preaching the gospel in ^Ethiopia, 
was slain at the altar as he celebrated the divine 
mysteries, anno 44. 

29 Sept. Michaelmas , a festival instituted in 
honour of St. Michael the archangel, and of 
the nine orders of holy angels, to commend the 
whole Church of God to their patronage. 

2 Oct. St. Placid, disciple of St. Benedict, 
and his brothers Eutychius and Victorin, and 
their virgin sister Flavia ; also Donatus and 
Firmatus, deacons ; Faustus and thirty others, 
all monks and martyrs at Messina, in Sicily, 
who were murdered for the faith of Christ by 
Manachas the pirate, anno 541. 

18 Oct. St. Luke, Evangelist, who, filled 
with the Holy Ghost, after he had endured 
many afflictions for the name of Christ, died in 
Bythynia, anno 74. 

28 Oct. SS. Simon the Canaanite, and Jude, 
otherwise called Thaddeus. The first preached 
the gospel in Egypt, the latter in Mesopotamia, 
and afterwards going together into Persia, after 
having converted an infinite number of that

nation to the faith, they accomplished their 
martyrdom anno 68. 

1 Nov . All Saints ; a solemnity in memory of 
all the Saints ; since the whole year is too short 
to afford a separate feast for each of them. 

. 2 Nov. All Souls; a day appointed by the 
Church for the living to offer up their prayers 
and suffrages for the repose of the souls of the 
faithful departed. 

21 Nov. The Presentation of our B. Lady in 
the temple of Jerusalem at three years of age i 
a feast commanded to be observed by Pope Paul 
II. anno 1464. 

30 Nov. St. Andrew, apostle, after having 
preached the gospel in Thrace and Scythia, 
being apprehended by Egeas the proconsul, was 
first imprisoned, then most cruelly beaten, and 
lastly fastened to a cross, whereon he lived two 
days preaching to the people. Having besought 
our Lord not to permit him to be taken down, 
encompassed with great light from heaven he 
gave up his blessed soul at Patras, in Achaia, 
anno 69. . 

The four Sundays in Advent, preceding Christ- 
mas, were instituted by the Church with parti- 
cular offices, commemorative of the benefits of 
our Saviour’s coming to redeem the world by his 
happy birth. 

8 Dec. Conception of the glorious and ever 
B. V. Mary , Mother of God. 

21 Dec. St. Thomas, apostle, having preach- 
ed the gospel to the Parthians, Meaes, Per- 
sians, and Hyrcans, went into India, where he 
instructed the people in the Christain faith, for 
which, by the king’s command, he was pierced 
through the body with lances. 

25 Dec. Christ* s Nativity, a solemn festival, 
celebrated annually by the Catholic Church 
from the time of the apostles, in commemora- 
tion of our Saviour’s birth at Bethlehem, called 
Christmas , from the Mass then celebrated in 
honour of his holy birth. 

26 Dec . St. Stephen, the first martyr after 
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18 An Explanation 

Christ's ascension, was stoned to death by the 
Jews, anno 34. 

27 Dec. St. John, Apostle and Evangelist : 
after writing his gospel in his banishment, ana 
receiving his revelations, lived to the time of 
Trajan the Emperor, and both founded and go- 
verned the Church of Asia. 

28 Dec, Holy Innocents , a feast in comme- 
moration of the infants barbarously slaughtered 
by Herod, when he sought to take away the 
life of our blessed Saviour. It is also called 
Childer-Mass-Day , from the particular com- 
memoration of those martyred children in the 
Mass of that day. 

29 Dec. St. Thomas, Archbishop of Canter- 
bury, and patron of die English Clergy, for 
maintaining the privileges of the Church of 
God, was martyred at vespers in his own ca- 
thedral, anno 1170. 

The several festivals of the other saints are 
instituted by the Church, to honour God in his 
saints, and to teach us to imitate their virtues, 
and honour their martyrdom and sufferings for 
tiie faith of Christ. 



An Explanation of the Ornaments and 
Ceremonies that ate used in the holy 
Sacrifice of the Mass . 

All the visible rights employed in and about 
the sacrifice of the Mass tend to instruction, 
and to the commemoration of the death ana 
passion of our Lord Jesus Christ, in compliance 
with his own command, “ Do this for the com- 
memoration of me,” 1 Cor. xi. 24 : that is, do this 
in memory of my passion. This is plainly to be 
observed in the altar and its ornaments, as like- 
wise in the garments with which the priest is 
invested, viz.. 

The Altar signifies Mount Calvary, whereon 
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Jesus Christ (the only Son of God, and second 
Person of the most blessed Trinity, our Re- 
deemer) was crucified upon a reproachful cross ; 
which very word of Alter bath relation to sacri- 
Hce, which must necessarily be offered to God 
in that Church, where his true faith is profess- 
ed ; and therefore this name of Altar is men- 
tioned by St. Paul, Heb. xiii. 10. ** We have 
<an otter, whereof they have no power to eat , who 
mrve the tabernacle-, and 1 Cor. ix. xiii. as it is 
likewise in St. Matt. v. 24. All which is a suf* 
indent warrant for us to use the name of Altar; 
which also represents the table whereon onr 
Saviour did celebrate his last supper with his 
disciples, the night before be suffered. 

The Corporal and Linen Cloths that cover the 
altar, do signify die linen cloth that wrapped 
the sacred body of Christ, when he was laid in 
the sepulchre. 

The Candles lighted on the altar signify the 
light of faith revealed to the Jews and Gen- 
lues ; and they advertise us of the great splen- 
dour both of faith, of good life and works, re- 
quired in the celebration of so high and dread- 
ful a mystery. 

The Crucifix betokens onr blessed Redeem- 
ers victory over death, and is placed in the 
midst of the altar, to represent to our mind the 
death and passion of Jesus Christ which is 
there chieiy to be considered, and piously me- 
ditated on in that holy sacrifice. 

Hie Chalice betokens the holy sepulchre of 
•nr Lord. 

The Paten, the great stone which was rolled 
against the door of the same sepulchre. 

The Garments wherewith the Priest it 
vested during the time of Mass. 

Tire Amice , a linen cloth which the priest 
pulls over his face, and fastens on his neck, 
signifies the rag of linen wherewith the Jews 
blmdfolded Christ our Saviour in mockery. 
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when they smote and buffeted him, saying : 
“ Prophesy unto us , Christ , who is he that struck 
thee?'* Matt. xxvi. 68. 

The Alb (that is, a white linen garment) 
does represent the garment which Herod put 
on Christ, after he had despised and mocked 
him. Luke xxiii. 12. 

The Maniple that the priest weareth on bis 
left arm, and the Stole that hangeth about his 
neck, and the Girdle , do figure the cords and 
fetters with which the officers of the Jews bound 
Christ, and led him from one place to another. 
John xviii. 12. 

The Chasuble (that is, the upper garment) 
doth express the purple garment the soldiers put 
on Jesus Christ, Qiatt xxvii.28.)and the heavy 
cross also that Christ carried on his blessed 
shoulders on Mount Calvary. 

The priest’s Tonsure (that is to say, the 
crown of his head shaved in fashion of a circle) 
doth represent the crown of thorns which the 
soldiers plaited, and put about the sacred head 
of our Saviour. Mark xv. 17. 

The Ceremonies of the Holy Mass . 

The Confifeor denotes the repentance and 
preparation we ought to have when we assist 
at the holy mysteries, and puts us in mind of 
the infinite faults we have committed, for which 
we ask pardon of God. 

The Gloria in eieelsis Deo puts us in mind of 
the hymn and praise which the angels sung at 
Christ’s nativity. 

The Colleet signifies the prayers which our 
Lord made in the temple, when he went with 
his mother and St. Joseph to Jerusalem, these 
to worship his heavenly Father. 

The Epistle resembles the preaching of St. 
John Baptist. 

The Gradualf the penance which ensued 
among the good people upon that preaching. 

The Holy Gospel betokens the holy preaching 
of our Saviour J esus Christ., 
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The Credo in Deum signifieth the great fruit 
which ensued from the holy sermons of Christ. 

The Offertory denotes the great promptitude 
and fervent affection of a deliberate will, which 
our Saviour had during his whole life, offering 
himself to God his Father for our redemption, 
and to suffer death for us. A 

The Orate Fratres , with the secret prayers, 
signify the retreat of our Redeemer, when he 
withdrew into the desert of Ephraim, where he 
retired secretly with his disciples previous to 
his death and passion. 

The Preface and Sursum Corda, signify his 
triumphant entry into Jerusalem, at which time 
the devout people received him with great 
acclamations of joy, saying. Hosanna in the 
highest. 

The Canon represents his prayer in the gar- 
den, the agony and sweating of blood he en- 
dured, and how all his disciples left him. 

The sundry Crosses that the Priest makes over 
the Host and Chalice, before and after Con- 
secration, are mystical representations of the 
many grievous torments which Christ endured 
for the accomplishment of the general redemp- 
tion of mankind. 

The Elevation of the Host and Chalice do figure 
the lifting up of Christ on the Cross ; and inas- 
much as the Host and Chalice are exhibited 
apart, the ceremony declares the separation of 
Christ’s soul from his body, and his blood from 
his veins. The division of the Host into three 
distinct parts, doth show the three substances in 
Christ, viz., the divine, of his person ; the spiri- 
tual, of his soul ; and the material, of his body. 
And whereas one of the said parts is put into the 
chalice, and as it were buried therein, thereby 
is signified Christ’s body in the sepulchre ; like- 
wise its mingling with the blood, demonstrates 
that the divine personality was never separated, 
neither from his soul in his descent into hell, 
nor from his body lying in the sepulchre. 

The Pax and Agnus Dei make us call to mind, 
that our Saviour being the innocent Lamb with- 
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out spot, has reconciled us to God his Father by 
his death and passion, accomplishing his tri- 
umph at the resurrection, being our true Paschal 
Lamb. 

The Priest's Benediction , given at the end of 
the Mass, represents the peculiar recommenda- 
tions wherewith Christ did recommend his 
Church, at the rendering of his soul into the 
hands of his divine Father. 

An Explanation of the Colours used by 
the Church at Divine Service. 

White on the Feasts of our Lord, of the 
blessed Virgin, and of all the Saints not Mar- 
tyrs. 

Red. At Whitsuntide, on the Invention and 
Exaltation of the Cross, and on the Feasts of the 
Apostles and Martyrs. 

Purple or violet, the penitential colour. 
On all the Sundays and Ferias of Advent ; the 
penitential time from Septuagesima till Easter 
and on Vigils, Ember and Rogation days, when, 
the office is of them. 

Green. On all Sundays and Ferias from 
Trinity Sunday to Advent exclusively, and from 
the Octave of the Epiphany to Septuagesima,. 
exclusively, whenever the office is of the Sun- 
day ; but in the Paschal time White. 

Black. On Good- Friday, and Masses for the 
dead, which may be said on any day which is 
not a Sunday or a double, except from Palm* 
Sunday to Low-Sunday, and during the Octaves 
of the Epiphany, or of Pentecost, and of Corpus 
Christi. 

+ 

Upon the Sion of the Cross. 

This sign is prescribed in our Rituals f to be 
frequently used, particularly in the administra- 
tion of baptism, and in the sacrifice of the altar, 
to signify, that all grace is derived from the 
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passion of Christ. On the altars is raised a 
cross with the figure of a dead Christ on it, to 
Inring to oar minds that it was he who died for 
the sins of the world, and that there is no other 
name under heaven whereby we must be saved . — 
Finally, we often sign ourselves with the sign 
of the cross, pronouncing the words, In the name 
of the Father , and of the Son , and of the Holy 
Ghost ; thereby attesting our belief in the blessed 
Trinity, and in the incarnation and death of our 
Saviour. 

Holy, or Blessed Water. 

From the history of the earliest ages of the 
Church, we are informed that it was the prac- 
tice to bless all inanimate things destined for 
the use of man, and particularly such as were 
used in the services of religion. Thus a bless- 
ing was pronounced over the water and oil used 
in the administration of the sacraments. Be- 
sides this, water mixed with salt that had been 
blessed, was placed at the porch of churches^ 
with which the faithful washed their hands, ana 
signed their foreheads as they entered, and 
with the same water they and other things were 
often sprinkled by the minister. Of this ancient 
practice much still remains in the Catholic 
Church, influenced as she is by the religious 
motives, which, in this and other concerns, 
actuated the founders of her discipline ; and 
laudably tenacious as she ever must be of anti* 
qmty.-— Salt mingled with water is deemed the 
emblem of prudence and incorruption ; and the 
water denotes purity and innocence of heart : 
while he that enters the place of worship, and 
applies A with the sign of the cross, to his 
forehead, is admonished by the action, that with 
cleanliness of heart and hand, he should appear 
in the presence of his Maker.

USE OF THE LATIN TONGUE 

In the Service of the Church . 

That the Apostles and the first founders of 
the Christian faith preached the gospel, and 
celebrated the holy mysteries, in the language 
of the several people whom they converted, 
seems to be a point generally admitted. The 
languages at that time most dominant, were 
the Greek, Latin, and Syriac, in which, conse- 
quently, the Liturgies, or the forms of public 
prayer, would be principally compiled : while 
the Armenians, Copts or Egyptians, Ethiopians, 
and other less distinguished people, enjoyed 
also their particular Liturgies, hut when, in 
process of time, from various causes, changes 
took place, and new tongues were spoken, the 
old still retained the place of honour ; and the 
Church, ever tenacious of antiquity, judeed it 
proper not to depart from the forms which she 
nad received. The Deposit of her faith was in- 
timately interwoven with the primitive expres- 
sion of her liturgies. Thus, wnen Greek ceased 
to be spoken in the many nations that formerly 
constituted what was called the Greek Church, 
and even, as now, was not understood, the lan- 
guage of the liturgy remained ; as was and is 
the case among the Syrians, Copts, Armenians, 
and Ethiopians. The service is everywhere 
celebrated in a tongue no longer intelligible to 
the people. On what grounds then is it required, 
that the western church, of which we are a part, 
should have followed another rule ; particularly 
as, in this church, in all the countries within 
its pale, the Latin language, in the early ages, 
was everywhere sufficiently understood, if not 
spoken? And when the northern nations were 
reclaimed to the Christian faith, the established 
rule was not altered for this additional reason, 
that the use of the same tongue in the service 
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might help to unite them more closely to the old 
church, and tend, in some degree, by this ap- 
proximation, to soften and civilize their manners. 

The general accord among all nations, pro- 
fessing the Catholic faith, not to admit any 
change in the language of their liturgies — 
though, in many other respects, they were much 
divided, is a curious and important fact. And 
it must have rested on some general motives, 
equally dbvious to all. They saw, what the 
experience of every day confirmed, that modem 
languages were liable to change ; while those 
that had ceased to be spoken— from this very 
circumstance, and because, from the valuable 
works written in them, they were cultivated by 
the learned — were become permanently stable. 
—They saw that the majesty and decorum of' 
religious worship would be best maintained, 
when no vulgar phraseology debased its expres- 
sion ; that the use of the same language which 
a Chrysostome spoke at Constantinople, and a 
Jerome at Rome, would unite in a suitable 
recollection modern with ancient times ; and 
that the mere fact of the identity of language 
would be a convincing proof of the antiquity 
of the Catholic faith. — They saw, that as this 
faith was every where one, so should there be, 
as far as might be, one common language, 
whereby the members professing it might com- 
municate with one another, and with their eccle- 
siastical superiors, whether in council, or in any 
other form of intercourse. — And they saw, 
though some inconvenience would arise to the 
people, from their inability to comprehend the 
words of the liturgy, that this inconvenience 
would be greatly alleviated, ifnot almost entirely 
removed, should all instructions, in sermons and 
catechism, be delivered to them in their own 
tongue ; all parts of the service be constantly 
expounded, and not a shade of darkness be per- 
mitted to remain. If, with all this caution, 
ignorance should still be found— as it will be 
found in many — every ingenuous mind would 
ascribe it to the usual causes of ignorance, and 
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not to any want of knowledge in the Greek or 
Latin tongues. 

It is, certainly, gratifying, and highly pro- 
fitable from this uniformity of language, when 
m Catholic travels into distant countries, that 
lie should every where find a service celebrated, 
to the language and ceremonies of which his 
oars and eyes had always been habituated. He 
can join in it ; and though removed, perhaps, a 
thousand miles from home, the moment he en- 
ters a church, in the principal offices of religion, 
he ceases to be a stranger. The western church 
has been particularly attentive, that her people 
might not suffer from this concealment of ner 
mysteries ; and the Council of Trent thus or- 
dains : “ Though the sacrifice of the Mass con* 
tains great instruction for the faithful, the fathers 
judged it not expedient, that it should be every 
where celebrated in the vulgar tongue. Each 
church, therefore, will retain its ancient and 
approved rites. But that the sheep of Christ 
may not hunger for want of food, and that little 
ones may not ask for bread, and there be no one 
to break it to them, the holy synod orders all 
pastors, and them that have the cure of souls, 
frequently, and especially on Sundays and 
feasts, to expound some portion of what is read, 
and some mystery of the holy sacrifice.” Sess. 
xxii. c. viii.p. 194.— Besides this and the other 
instructions, which have been mentioned, the 
whole of the Church Service is translated into 
the language of each country, and, together 
with a variety of prayers for all occasions and 
all states of life, placed in the hands of the 
people. 

Thus is our western church, one in faith and 
one in language, united in the same bond of 
communion with all the faithful of modem and 
of ancient times.

A Profession of Catholic Faith , extract- 
ed out of the Council of Trent, by P. 
Pius IF. 

I, N. N.j with a firm faith believe 
and profess all and every one of those 
things which are contained in that Creed, 
which the Holv Roman Church maketh 
see of, viz., 1 believe in one God, the 
Father Almighty, Maker of heaven and 
earth, of all things visible and invisible ; 
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and in one Lord Jesus Christ, the only 
begotten Son of God ; and bora of the 
Father before all ages; God of God; 
Light of Light ; true God of true God ; 
begotten, not made ; consubstantial to 
the Father, by whom all things were 
made. Who, for us men, and for our 
salvation, came down from heaven, and! 
was incarnate by the Holy Ghost of the 
Virgin Mary, and was made man. 
Was crucified also for us under Pontius 
Pilate; he suffered, and was buried; 
and the third day he rose again accord* 
ing to the scriptures : he ascended into 
heaven : sits at the right hand of the 
Father, and is to come again with glory 
to judge the living and the dead ; of 
whose kingdom there shall be no end. 
And in the Holy Ghost, the Lord and 
life-giver, who proceeds from the Father 
and the Son, who, together with the 
Father and the Son, is adored and glori- 
fied, who spoke by the prophets. And 
(I believe) one, holy, catholic, and apos- 
tolic Church : I confess one baptism for 
the remission of sins : and I look for the 
resurrection of the dead, and the life of 
the world to come. Amen . 

I most stedfastly admit and embrace 
apostolical and ecclesiastical traditions, 
and all other observances and constitu 
tions of the same Church.

I also admit the holy scriptures accordr 
iog to that sense which our holy Mother 
die Church has held and does hold, to 
whom it belongs to judge of the true 
sense and interpretation of the scriptures ; 
neither will I ever take and interpret 
|kbem otherwise than according to the 
unanimous consent of the Fathers. 

I also profess, that there are truly and 
properly seven sacraments of the new law, 
instituted by Jesus Christ our Lord, and 
necessary for the salvation of mankind, 
though not all for every one; to wit. 
Baptism, Confirmation, Eucharist, Pe- 
nance, Extreme Unction, Order, and 
Matrimony ; and that they confer grace : 
and that of these, Baptism, Confirmation, 
and Order, cannot be reiterated with- 
out sacrilege. I also receive and admit 
the received and approved ceremonies of 
die Catholic Church, used in the solemn 
administration of all the aforesaid sacra- 
ments. 

I embrace and receive all and every 
one of the things which have been defined 
and declared in the Holy Council of 
Trent, concerning original sin and justi- 
fication. 

I profess likewise, that in the Mass 
there is offered to God a true, proper, 
and propitiatory sacrifice for the living 
and the dead. And that in the most holy 
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sacrament of the Eucharist there is truly, 
sea&y, and substantially the body and 
Wood, together with the soul and divinity 
«f our Lord Jesus Christ ; and that them 
is made a conversion of the whole sub— 
Stance of the bread into the body, and 
of the whole substance of the wine into 
the blood ; which conversion the Catho- 
lic Church calls Transubstantiation. I 
also confess, that under either kind alone 
Christ is received whole and entire* and 
a true sacrament 

. I constantly hold that there is a pur- 
gatory, and that the souls therein detain- 
ed are helped by the suffrages of the 
faithful. 

likewise, that the saints reigning to- 
gether with Christ, are to be honoured 
and invocated, and that they offer prayer* 
to God for us ; and that their relics are 
to be had in veneration. 

1 most firmly assert that the images of 
Christ, of the Mother of God, ever Vir- 
gin, and also of the other saints, ought 
to be had and retained, and that due 
honour and veneration is to be given 
them. 

1 also affirm that the power of Indul- 
gences, was left by Christ in the Church, 
and that the use of them is most whole- 
some to Christian people. 

1 acknowledge the holy, catholic* 
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apostolic, Roman Church for the Mother 
and mistress of all churches: and 1 
promise true obedience to the Bishop of 
So me, successor to St Peter, Prince of 
the Apostles, and Vicar of Jesus Christ * 

I likewise undoubtedly receive and 
profess all other things delivered, defined, 
and declared by the sacred Canons and 
General Councils, and particularly by 
the holy Council of Trent. And I con * 
demo, reject and anathematize all things 
contrary thereto, and all heresies which 
the Church has condemned, rejected, and 
anathematized 

I, N. N., do at this present freely pro- 
fess, and sincerely hold this true Catholic 
Faith, without which no one can be saved: 
and I promise, most constantly to retain 
and confess the same entire and unvio- 
lated, with God’s assistance, to the end 
of my life. Amen . 



The Impediments to Matrimony are of 
two Kinds. 

Those which render it null and void 
in die sight of God and his Church, are, 

4 1. Vows of chastity, such as religious 
persons take when they consecrate them*

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2. Consanguinity; or a contract within 
the four prohibited degrees of kindred ;

The 2d, their children or cousins-german.

And lastly, the children of those which are 
of the fourth degree or remove of kin- 
dred ; likewise where such affinity is 
contracted by lawful marriage. Also in 
cases of adultery and fornication, which 
create an affinity to the second degree, 
and in the sacraments of baptism and 
confirmation, whereby the god-father and 
god-mother are prohibited marrying with 
the parents or the child. 

3. When married persons commit 
adultery, and make promises of future 
marriage at the death of the innocent 
party, in which case the marriage is not 
only null and void, but highly censured 
by the Church as productive of many 
evils. 

The second kind is what doth not annul 
or prevent the sacrament from being true 
and valid, yet makes it a very great crime 
to transgress in. 1 . Such as where mu- 
tual promises have been made by either 
of the parties to any other person. 2. 
When tne simple vow of chastity has 
been made by either contracting party. 
3. When the marriage is solemnized 
within the forbidden times; viz. 9 from 
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the first Sunday of Advent to Twelfth- 
day ; and from Ash- Wednesday to Low- 
Sunday, including these mentioned days. 



An instruction for the Morning . 

1st, When you awake bless yourself 
with the sign of the cross, and pray that 
God would so enlighten you with the 
light of his holy Spirit, as not to consent 
to sin. 

2dly, When you have put on your 
clothes, give not to idle words or vain 
fancies, but lift up your heart to God, in 
silence, and prepare yourself to pray as 
hereafter follows. 

3dly, After prayers purpose firmly 
and constantly within yourself not to 
commit wilfully, that day, any thing 
whereby God or your neighbour may be 
offended. 

Lastly, Call to mind your affairs with 
composure of spirit, and resolve to spend 
the day to come, as if it were the last of 
your life.

How many parts has the sacrament' 6f 
penanced 

Three : Contrition of the heart ; con- 
fession of the mouth ; and satisfaction $f 
works : therefore every sinner who desires 
to obtain pardon of his sins, must in the 
first place he heartily sorry for them ; 
-then confess them, and afterwards perforin 
what is enjoined him by the priest, hi 
testimony of his sorrow, and to make 
.gome satisfaction to the divine justice for 
his offences. 

What is the first thing required of a 
sinner , who sincerely desires to acquit 
himself worthily of his duty* and obtain 
jyardon of his sins ? 

I would advise him to retire in private, 
and implore the assistance of heaven in 
the following manner ;

How must he make a good examination* ft 
Let him begin it with prayer ; far 
the seeing our own failings is a point of

A Grayer before Examination of Con- 
science. - 

J t am perfectly sensible, 0 my Grab 
that I have many ways offended thy| 
divine Majesty, and provoked thy wrath, 
by my sins ; and that if I obtain 
pardon I shall be cast out of thy sight, 
for ever. I desire therefore at present,, 
td call myself to an account, and look, 
into al| the sins whereby I have di^- t 
pleased thee ; but, O my God, hoy 
miserably shall I deceive myself, if thou t 
assist me not in this work by thy hea- 
venly light. Grant me therefore at pre- 
sent thy grace, whereby I may discover 
all my . imperfections, — see all my fkil- 
%g8r+~and duly call to mind all my sins, 
-*4or I know nothing is hidden from' 
thy sight. But I confess ttiy&elf in thfe* 
dark is to my own failings ; my pas&ionr 
blind me, self-love flatters me, pre* 
sumption deludes me; and though I 
have many sins which stare me in the 
face, and cannot be hidden, yet hotr 
many tpo are there quite concealed from; 
ifte ! But discover even those to Yne| 
G Lord ; enlighten my darknessicutb 1 
my blindness, and remove every 1 ve& 
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. that Judes my sins from me, that J 
be no longer a secret to myself nee: a 
stranger to my own failings, ,p©r 
flatter myself with the thoughts of fir- 
ing rppented and at the same toe 
nourish folly and vice within my breast. 
Come,, Holy .Ghost, ,and by a beam of thy 
divine light illumine my understanding, 
that I may have a perfect yiew of all my 
sins and iniquities? and that, sincerely 
repenting of them, I may knpw thee, and 
be again received into thy favour. 

Jjistruc . — Having thus implored die 
divine assistance, the sinner must gun 
bis thoughts ,to the making the examina- 
tion of his conscience, in as strict and 
serious a manner as if he were witlring 
few hours to appear before the judgment- 
seat of God ; he must examine what 
those sins are .which he .apprehends 
would then rise up against h im , and 
wish he had never committed : in order 
to prevent the severity of the last judg- 
ment, and under tie assume Qe* that if 
he judges himself now, he sh&U not M 
judged hereafter. n , 



What method do you propose , to avoid 
confusion in this examination f ' ,Hr * 



I would have him observe that th^re 
.are two kinds of sins ; the one committed 
willingly, knowingly , and .deliberated 
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hr matters of moment* called mortal 
siks; and the other m matters of less 
concern, or at least; done without con- 
sent or knowledge of the evil, and are 
called venial. Now it is according to 
these two kindB of sin that I would have 
him regulate the method of His examen. 
Let him first examine whether he has 
been guilty of any wilful transgression, 
whereby lie has mortally offended God. 
and 1 recollect in what particulars ; and 
then, making inquiry into his venial' sins,, 
under these two heads rank his offences. 

But suppose he has to look over a 
lapse of many years , and should his sijis 
be numerous , are there no means to as - 
gilt him tb bring them back to his re- 
collection ? 

~ The mefhod commonly observed, is to 
rieollfectthe places he has lived in, the* 
pe¥sons He Has conversed with, the busi- 
ness hehas been engaged in, the obliga 
tfkns of his state, die passions to which 
he may have been most subject, and the 
occasions he has met with. Or else, let 
him eonsider the threefold duty he owes 
tot God* his neighbour, and himself and . 
reflect in what particulars he lias trans** 
grossed diem. 

But should he forget some of his sins, 
i$ there no remedy ? 

' Let hiin take' the commandments , the: 
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precepts of the Church, and thC seven ^ 
deadly sins,- and examine fumself 
each of them separately ; let him examm£ J 
Whether he has transgressed against iti'* 
in \vhaij instance, and how ; ana though 
h$3 sins 1 may be numerous, vet being^ 
tnus brought Under different heads, hs‘ J 
may the more easily remember them.^ 
tie may also make his confession in the 1 ' 
same order, accusing himself in the first' 
place of all the sins he may have Com- 
mitted against the first commandment 
then the second, and so proceed on. 

' May he not write down his sins, in* 
otjder to refresh his memory ? j , il 
In general confessions,' when. the ^exaJJ 
mination is of different years, he may 
but in ordinary confessions it la not per^ 
ntitted without the advice of his dfreeUtap 
it being apt to breed scruples^ and 
dace too great an anxiety of spirit, j ut 
How much time would you advise 
to take for making his examination? “ 

5 There can be no general rule prfe-J 7 
scribed; but in this, as in all other’ 
affairs, the time must be according to AC 
vpwk. A week’s fortfn- 

stance, requires not so much time a*fe 
month, nor a month’s as a year ; mwj a 
year’s so much as that of a man’s whole 

life : every one must * consider hit oWh 1 

■ 
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particular circumstances, capacity, and 
state of life, and take as much time as he 
thinks necessary for the well perform- 
ance of so great a concern : but as to 
those who have many years back to ex- 
amine and prepare for confession, I think 
they should not attempt it all at once, but 
rather at several times, in order to re- 
fresh their spirits: for as too close an 
application dulls, so convenient interrup- 
tions prepare the mind for a more diligent 
attention and better discharge of this 
dhty. But with respect to such as go to 
confession every month, or oftener, — who 
avoid all wilful and mortal sins, — whose 
lives are so uniform as to to be every day 
the same, — I would advise them not to 
be over tedious in making their examina- 
tion, especially if they be of a solicitous 
and anxious disposition ; for such often 
deceive themselves, disquieting their 
minds with long and scrupulous researches, 
flattering themselves at the same time as 
if they were performing a great duty, 
whilst they are only yielding to their own 
weakness, and led away by a blind fear 
and infirmity of temper. 

W ould you not have them to he very 
earnest in an affair of so much concern? 

Certainly : but not with such an ear- 
nestness as destroys all care ; for this

* work ought to be done with 4t serenitr 
and composure of soul, when the nupl 
is mote penetrating and quick, in disco- 
vering all imperfections : but if once 
disquieted or perplexed, it rs no longer 
fit for acquitting itself of this duty apd 
therefore I cannot but consider such an ex- 
cessive solicitude as a snare of the enemy ; 
and whoever follows it, is certainly led 
astray by a wrong guide. But let not 
the careless ‘Christian here mistake me, 
as if his sloth was here favoured in 

‘ making his examen in a heedless and 
negligent manner. 

II will be almost impossible to avoid ibis 
solicitude , if we are obliged to confess all 
1 our venial sins, they being so numerous , 
and mixed even with our best actions ; (ell 

* me, therefore , are we bound to cull to 
mind and confess all our venial sins ? 

The Church obliges us only to confess 
our mortal sins ; but with regard to spch 
as are venial , she only declares it to.be 
1 profitable and convenient to confess 
this being the most assured means to ob- 
tain grace for their amendment. $ut 
then there is a considerable difference 
between venial sins, and more reason to 
'confess some of thorn tkau others; §ed 
whoever observes this difference J 
easily avoid solicitude, both in his exapu- 
ljf nation and confession. 
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Wheel «ra these venial nine we have 
neore reason to confess than fibers ? 

Those that tare habitual : for example, 
** "When a person observes in himself .and 11 
nabit, or custom of foiling into any sprt 
of venial sins, I would advise .him to 
confess it : because, though it may he 
dight in itself, yet being neglected and 
multiplied, it becomes very dangerous ; 
for how many foil miserably into mortal 
sins, through their neglect in correcting 
vernal 'ones ? New, as to the discovering 
4hk hind of "venial sins, there is no 
difficulty whatever, it befog morally im- 
possible *to have a bad .custom, and not 
be sensible of it upon reflection. Venial 
«ins may be reduced to three classes, 
▼ie., such as proceed from weakness ; — 
such as are committed through inad- 
' vertency , or surprise ; — and such as we 
fall into deliberately, or by an affected 
or wilful negligence, so as to take no 
pains to amend them, or else from an 
irregular affection we bear to some 
creature. Now as to .the last, into which 
we fall with the consent of our own will, 
it is but reasonable we should make in- 
quiry into them, ancLconfess them ; since 
the salvation of our souls so much de- 
pends upon their amendment. But as 
to the two former, proceeding from 
weakness and surprise^ though we ought 
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te aVold thefri as much ' as 1 
On account of J their being sonumerdjin 
and secret, whoever goes sLboutt&cM 
therh to mind, must necessarily lie per- 
plexed With great solicitude, by indis- 
creetly undertaking a work which: i( { is 
not in their power to execute* ‘ Am 
therefore, though it may be projfer^wK 
fleet on them occasionally, diid ! 8®: 
such a view of our misery to humble f ottf- 
selves in the sight of God, and seriousjy 
endeavour to amend them ; yet to think 
of confessing them all would be a great 
liinderance, not a help to virtue. Herice 
it appears, that besides the obligation bf 
confessing all our mortal Sins, tire ought 
also not slightly to pass over such vem&I 
sins as we either commit through Irahit, 
with full deliberation, or through m Ijfrh 
neglect , as the examining into and v 
fessing them would greatly contribute 
towards Our improvement in jpifetv and 
virtue; and as these sins are easily 
covered by such as carefully watch ' 
tlieir souls, I think it a task wWchtin^!' 
be accomplished without much trouble ^ ; 
anxiety.

Instruction on the first Burt of Pbnance, 
viz.. Contrition . 

When the sinner has recollected all Ms 
sms, may, he go immediately tq confession? 

By no means : being as yet but half 
prepared,, and that the lesser half too; for 
though he has truly examined his con- 
science, and recollects all he has to con- 
fess, still he must take time to beg pardon 
for his sins, stir up his heart to sorrow 
and contrition for them ; and make firm 
resolutions of amendment for the time to- 
come ; without this* what benefit can be 
received by confession ?' which' would be 
nothing but at fruitless ceremony: if not 
accompanied' by a change ofi heart, de- 
testation of sin, and* sincere purpose ofi 
amendment.

f Hbw much time ought we io take for- 
the' (exciting of this sorrow ; and resolving 
upon amendment? 

' Tliis sorrow and resolution of amend- 
ment are so absolutely necessary, and at 
the same time so difficult, that Rodriguez, 
One of the greatest masters in spirituality, 
requires double the time for it as is 
taken for the examination. So that, if 
the whole time necessary for preparing 
for confession were divided into three 
parts, he would have the first spent in 
making the examen, and the two others 
employed in begging pardon, exciting 
true sorrow, and making resolutions of 
offending no more. And however some 
may warmly imagine, that there can be 
no danger of their confession being in- 
valid, unless from a want of examination, 
this author is of another opinion, and 
fears that there are more confessions 
sacrilegious and null from a want of true 
sorrow and sincere purpose of amend- 
ment, than on any other account what- 
ever. P. 1. t. 7. c. 20. 

' What then would you advise a peni 
tent to do? 

. Having made his examination, I 
would advise him by no means to think 
himself fit for confession, but rather ap- 
ply himself to a change of heart, by ex-

citing it to true sorrow and contrition, 
and a serious resolution of amendment. 

„ , How can this be do?ie ? 

By prayer : for however troubled and 
sorrowful he may appear upon preparing 
for confession, yet that true sorrow and 
contrition which forms a necessary part 
of this sacrament, is not a natural sor- 
row, but a gift of God, not to be ob- 
tained but by prayer. And therefore, 
should there be any who, as soon as 
they have finished their examination, 
immediately run to confession, it is to 
be feared they either wholly neglect the 
essential part of this sacrament, viz., 
contrition, or else tempt God, in rashly 
expecting so great a favour, without 
using any endeavours to obtain it. 

What prayers are proper on this occa- 
sion ? 1

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work ; let him also reflect on the ocod 4 
sums of his sins, and resolve effectually 
to avoid them ; for it is extremely rash 
to undertake a work, and at the same 
time not consider on the means whereby 
it is to be effected. Having seriously 
done this, let him then go to confession. 

Of the second Part , viz., Confession . 

Are there any particular directions 
you 'Would have the penitent observe with 
\ respect to this part of the Sacrament ? 

There are some recommended by St. 
JTrancis de Sales, in his Introduction to 
a Devout Life , which he ought to re- 
member, viz., not to make his confession 
consist in negative or general failings , as 
is the custom of some, saying * 44 I have 
not loved God as I ought; or I have 
not prayed with so much devotion as I 
ought; I have not been so patient as I 
ought f for in these general accusa* 
tions there is no particular sin mention-* 
ed ; nor any thing by which the con- 
fessor can possibly understand the state 
of the penitent's conscience, since all 
men bn earth might say the same; 
therefore he ought to consider what par- 
ticular reason he has to make thesfe 
general accusations ; and having dis- 
covered where the fault lies to accuse 
himself of it in particular: so that instead 
f accusing himself of not having prayed 
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with <ft ] much devotion as he 
" Jiim see whether the fault, lay in admitting 
voluntary distractions, or in not choosing 
a convenient time, place, &c., and as lie 
. shall find himself to hlame, go let hipi 
accuse himself. Let him also explaip 
the motive or occasion of his sins ; in the 
case of untruths, for example, let him 
accuse himself not only of lying , but 
declare whether it was out of vanity , <?r 
in excuse , or for the doing a prejudice , 
&c. and so of his other sins ; for by this 
( means he clearly lays open the state 
of his soul, and the confessor knows 
how to prescribe proper remedies for 
his sins. With respect to mortal sins, 
he must discover how often he has 
fallen into each, for otherwise his coo 
fesscr can form no judgment of the state 
of his soul, there being a considerable 
difference betwixt committing a sin 
twice or thrice, and twenty or thirty 
times. And if he cannot exactly recoT 
lect himself as to the number, let him, 
upon reflection, make the best guess he 
can, and sincerely confess as near to the 
truth as he is able. . But if the penitent 
has lived in a sinful state for any length 
of time, and frequently fallen into any 
particular sin, lie need not then think qf 
mentioning the number of his offences, 
but rather the length of time in which 
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be' ha A lived' ifc that sinful stale. As 
in the case of a highwayman, whb Ms 
spent many years in that wicked course 
of lift, It would be impossible for him to ' 
recollect the number of his Crimes ; and 
therefore the most certain method of 
letting his confessor see the state of his 
conscience, witl be to declare hotb many 
years he has lived in that sinful practice ; 
and so likewise of those who have lived 
in the habit of any Other sin. He must 
also explain such circumstances change, 
or at least considerably aggravate the 1 
nature of the sin ; for as there is a con- 
siderable difference between robbing a 
church and another place ; betwixt cheat- 
ing or stealing five shillings , and five 
hundred pounds; betwixt married and 
single persons in sins of impurity ; be- ^ 
twixt defaming a neighbour out of malice 
or by heedlessness , in a matter of little 
or great concern; betwixt quarrelling 
with a stranger and a father ; betwixt ’ 
' remaining in a sin , as of anger, revenge, 
8cc., a quarter of a\i hour , five hours t 
a day , or a year ; therefore the penitent 
ought m confession to explain these cir- 
cumstances fcs distinctly as he can ; and 
should be willingly conceal any of them, 
his confession becomes void, by not sin- 
cerely laying open the state of his soul. 
He ought also to avoid a detail of ;

circumstances which have no relation to 
the sins . he confesses, and which are 
therefore unnecessary. He must also be 
careful not to declare the fault of a third 
person ; for though he does well to con- 
sider his own sins, yet he ought not to 
accuse others. Finally, let him not fail 
to make an entire confession of all his 
mortal sins, which upon a due examina- 
tion he can recollect, be they ever so 
secret or infamous, whether in thought, 
word, or deed; for should he wilfuily 
conceal but one, either through shame 
or malice, his whole confession becomes 
not only void, but sacrilegious, by abu- 
sing the sacrament, and lying to the Holy 
Ghost.

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indnt of the sin. Now when a man goes 
to confession, he manifests repentance 
for his sins; and if this be so good and 
* acceptable an action, as to make the 
angels in heaven to rejoice, why should 
he be ashamed, and not rather approach 
to the sacred tribunal with joy and com- 
. fort ? And though he may be under 
some confusion at revealing his sins to 
his ghostly father, yet no thoughts of 
shame ought to discourage him from so 
doing, because his confessor is bound to 
secresy by all laws human and divine, 
and cannot reveal what is told him in 
confession, without making himself wor- 
thy of death before God and man. Yet 
there can be no danger of his being 
scandalized, even though the crimes 
acknowledged be ever so foul, because, 
tho* he must necessarily be concerned, 
when he knows any one to continue 
under the guilt of sin, yet he cannot but 
rejoice when he finds him forsaking his 
8 ins, and, by repentance, returning to a 
new life. Then it is, that like the father 
of the prodigal son, he expresses more 
joy in the return of such a sinner, than 
in the good life of others, who stand 
not in need of repentance: for there is 
more satisfaction in finding the lost 
sheep, than in the possession of the 
ninety-nine that never went astray. It 
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being* then inthepower of a repenting 
sinner, to moke heaven and earth, "Gbd, 

>' angels, and man, to rejoice, I think- he 
<- can have no reason to be ashamed of 1 so 
doing. And should he be ashamed,yet 
still he ought to do it, in punishment of 
liis sins, which perhaps justly deserve 
* disgrace and eternal confusion : for Who 
would not choose to blush and be ashamed 
for one moment before a ghostly father, 
rather than be exposed at the last day to 
public confusion, m the presence of 
angels and men, and thus begin a miser- 
able eternity. God always knows his 
crimes, and if he requires "him to expose 
them to his minister, it is for their cure ; 
ought he not then to consider it as a sin- 
gular mercy, that for die pardon df finch 
sins as deserve hell, he should inquire so 
little. If a criminal guilty of de&th, 
were to obtain his pardon on condition 
of confessing his crime in private to ‘his 
judge, would not he be discharged 1 on 
very easy terms? What reason then 
has a sinner to complain of the like etay 
conditions, which God here offers Bin 
for the remission of his sins, the quiet 
of his conscience, and the avoiding eter- 
nal damnation ? • :

the sincerity of his repentance, or validity 
of his confessions to the proof, than by 
thus incpiiring whether he takes 1 me 
jiecessary precautions against relapsing 
unto, the ^arne sins again ; for ifheaia- 
coygra but little, or perhaps none ; c^fHis 




diligence in his conduct, he mayvt&«* 
justly suspect, tliat neitherhis repentance 
jtor confession have been so^ell made 
as they should be. It may not, indeed, 
be always in his power to amend, but 
surely he can have no excuse if he does 
'net at least desire and use his utmost 
endeavours in order to it 

What think you then of such, as accuse 
themsebes of habitual sins as often as 
they go to confession? Are their former 
confessions itwaMd, because they relapse 
into the same sins again ? 

If they use the means recommended 
by a prudent director, to subdue them, 
and are concerned and afflicted to hud 
themselves so frail, their confession may 
be good and valid. But if those who are 
subject to swearing , cursing , drinking * 
or any other vicious customs, go to 
confession, pretend to repent, and re- 
solve upon amendment, and afterwards 
use not the proper means for the over- 
, cdming those vicious habits, such I am 
persuaded have just reason to suspect 
their repentance to be false, and had 
much better refrain from confession; 

, than go to it thus ill prepared. And 
" should they presume frequently to ap-

tain penalties to be inflicted for every 
, , time they fell into it : suppose for exam- 
ple, there r were appointed for every of- 
fence a quarter pf an hour’s reading a 
ugood. book* or . praying, or giving aims, 
araoraie self-denial, which every one in 
,©WjSi circumstances might 
> proper ; might it notbe(reason^^ hoped 
that this would gradually awa^eo their

This examination of conscience may 
he very proper for those pious Christiana, 
who, following the advice of St Francis 
de Sales, once every year take a general 
toview of the state of their souls, of their 
passions, affections, inclinations, habits, 
&c., in order to see whether they advance 
or go back in the way of virtue ; after 
having repaired all the defects of the year 
past by a general repentance and confes- 
sion, enter upon their duty again with 
fresh vigour and spirit, which is a. vety 
f aommendable practice.

Hud; for, believe me$ those who dare 
m* trttit their -gmd ««deavoure under 
the assistance of dime grace, m kmg, 
w£ll, I foar, prove no extraordinary com- 
municants by going sooner, as they seent' ' 
not to think of taking much paine in * 
Older to amend their lives. 

But for others toko are subject to or* 
diriary failings, what do you advise ? 

It is a very good practice to go to 
confession the evening before, and cook ' 
rnunicate the morning following. The 
vigijs and eves of festivals are penitential 
days, and seem intended by the Churchy . 
not only for fasting, humiliation, and 
prayer, but likewise for repentance and 
confession: and I would advise those 
who have the opportunity of so doing not 
to fail complying with this intention of 
the Church, instead of putting off their 
confession till the very day of the festival,

Mar, especially if a man contrives to 1 
arrange and lay out his plans before- 1 
hand. Alas! how often does it hap- ' 
pen that a person quitting his devotion, \ 
thus done by halves, on pretext of 
haste, meets with a friend, relation, or 
fellow-servant on his return home, by 
entering into conversation with him, 
proves evidently that he thinks his bu- 
siness can suffer no prejudice by any 
delay, but such as is occasioned by 
prayer. However, if it should so hap- 
pen, that he is obliged at this time to 
quit his devotion, let him remember 
what he does when interrupted at his 
dinner, that is, return to it again as 
soon as he can, and finish what he left 
imperfect. 

What devotion is proper after receiving ? 

Such prayers as follow these instruc- 
tions, if said with attention and devotion. 
But if a person runs them lightly over, 
and then rises up, and departs, without 
allowing himself time to digest this 
holy food, or to reflect on what he 
has done, how fruitless must his com- 
munion be! Remember, that the end 
for which a Christian approaches this 
holy table, is, that by receiving the 
body and blood of his Redeemer, 
i4 Christ may abide and dwell in him.” 
Can any one, therefore, imagine that

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this slight, negligent, and disrespectful 
manner of treating our Lord, fa tht 
proper means of obtaining the favett 
of his “ abiding and dwelling with him ) 1 ? 
If he runs away from his Lord, can III 
expect his Lord should abide with him? 
Attend to the words of the gospd* 
“ He that eateth my fleshy and dvinkelfe 
my blood, abideth in me, and I k 
him.” If therefore you desire that 
Christ should abide with you, abide that 
in him. This he absolutely requires*; 
and believe me, those who think it t* 
dious to remain a while with thtk 
Lord, have too great reason to £eut 
that they no sooner turn therr backs et 
this heavenly guest, but he likewise for- 
sakes them. 

What do you mean by Christ abiding 
in us ? 

That as a man lives by the food to 
eats, so a Christian who eats of *fto 
bread of life, which is Christ, should 
live by Christ, and have him abiding * 
him. So that having received Christ, 
he ought now no longer to act acco wh 
ing to his passions, but being quits 
dead to them, act wholly according to 
this new principle of life, and make ft 
appear to all men, that it ; is not new 
himself, but Christ that lives in him

life and manners : a work bo great and 
wonderful, as to require the powerful
